Apple rolls out 7.9-Inch 
IPad Mini as executive 
defends $329 price tag

Apple marketing wizard Phil Schiller de- 
fended the $329 price of the new iPad mini 
tablet, saying consumers will be willing to pay 
for quality not found in less expensive devices 
from rivals such as Google and Amazon. 

With competition growing from tablets 
that are smaller and less expensive than Ap- 
ple’s wildly popular iPads, Apple Chief Execu- 
tive Tim Cook and Schiller on Tuesday took 
the wraps off the new 7. 9 -inch tablet, which 
essentially has most of the functions and 
features of the full-size iPad but in a smaller 
package. 

While the news of the launch was wel- 
comed by Wall Street, many analysts were 
concerned the steeper-than-expected price 
might turn away some cost-conscious con- 
sumers. 

Google’s Nexus 7 and Amazon’s Kindle Fire 
HD tablets both are priced starting at $199. 
While the iPad mini is significantly more ex- 
pensive, it also is lighter, thinner and provides 
more screen space than rival offerings. 

Asked by Reuters whether the iPad mini’s 
price could make it too expensive for some 
cost-conscious shoppers who have been at- 
tracted to the Nexus 7 and Kindle Fire, Schil- 
ler said he believes consumers will see Apple’s 
smaller tablet as a premium product worth 
paying for. 

“The iPad is far and away the most success-

ful product in its category The most afford- 
able product we’ve made so far was $399 and 
people were choosing that over those devic- 
es,” Schiller said. 

‘And now you can get a device that’s even 
more affordable at $329 in this great new 
form, and I think a lot of customers are going 
to be very excited about that.” 

Amazon made inroads into the realm of 
7-inch tablets last year with the launch of its 
Kindle Fire and has said its latest Kindle Fire 


HD is the best-selling product on the com- 
pany’s website since the device went on sale 
more than a month ago. 

Apple is under pressure to defend its domi- 
nant position in tablets, a market it created 
with the launch of the first iPad in 2010. The 
intensity in the marketplace was evident in 
Tuesday’s unveiling of the iPad mini as Schiller 
took the unusual step of giving a side-by-side 
comparison of the smaller iPad and Google’s 
Nexus 7 tablet. 


“Others have tried to make tablets smaller 
than the iPad and they’ve failed miserably,” 
Schiller said during the event. “These are not 
great experiences.” 

The launch of the iPad mini was mostly a 
Schiller show with the veteran Apple execu- 
tive responsible for all of its marketing and 
advertising strategy introducing all of the new 
products, including a fourth generation 10- 
inch iPad, a 13 -inch retina Macbook Pro and 
anewiMac.

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RELAX. INTERPOLITICAL COUPLES SAY THEY’RE MAKING IT WORK THIS ELECTION SEASON

It was sometime during the 2008 elec- 
tion that Alex Roberts and Kelly Wood- 
ward realized there was an elephant— and a 
donkey— in the room. 

The couple had been dating for two years 
after being introduced through friends at the 
University of Missouri. When they met, they 
both leaned Republican. 

But in the months leading up to the 2008 
election, Roberts— who voted for Bush in 
2004— turned Democrat because he was un- 
happy with the course of the country Obama 
became his guy 

At the same time, nothing changed for 
Woodward. McCain was still her guy— but so 
was Roberts. 

As the years have passed, Roberts and 
Woodward say they have come to appreci- 
ate their interpolitical relationship because it 
has lead to feisty discussions. The first debate 
between President Obama and Republican 
challenger Mitt Romney sparked a similar 
amount of mudslinging in their Lincoln Park 
household— “It’s all we could do to not kill 
each other,” Roberts, 26, told RedEye. 

“We’re both passionate about what we be- 
lieve in,” Woodward, 27, said. “We fight about 
it back and forth and then laugh about it later.” 

When Woodward and Roberts, who got 
engaged this month, wed sometime next year, 
their interpolitical marriage may be consid- 
ered taboo. Research published last month in 
social science journal Public Opinion Quar- 
terly found that 40 percent of Americans sur- 
veyed in 2010 would be “displeased” if their 
child married someone outside their political 
party— up from 5 percent in i960. 

Bela Gandhi, founder of dating-coach firm 
Smart Dating Academy in Chicago, said in- 


terpolitical relationships are no different than 
relationships between people with different 
religions— partners just have to be respect- 
ful of each other’s beliefs and try not to be 
antagonistic. 

“It’s OK that you don’t have the same view- 
points. We don’t have to be carbon copies of 
each other,” Gandhi said. “Let the other per- 
son speak {their political mind}. Really listen 
to what they’re saying. ... Don’t try to change 
them.” 

Katie Armstrong and Paul LeVasseur, who 
both live in Lakeview, still remain divided on 
major political issues after five years of dating. 

He is pro-life and believes that gay people 


should not marry but civil unions are OK. His 
core issues this election are the economy and 
foreign policy 

She is pro-choice and believes in gay mar- 
riage. Her core issues this election are educa- 
tion and female and gay rights. 

When it comes to Obama, “he really does 
make my blood boil,” LeVasseur, 30, said. 

But Armstrong, 27, said she was ecstatic 
when Obama won the election in 2008. She 
attended Obama’s celebration in Grant Park 
with her mother, aunt and uncle— leaving 
LeVasseur behind. 

“She pretty much left it alone. I think she 
knew that was not the time to mess with me,” 


LeVasseur said about election night 2008. “I 
just wanted to get to the next day and let her 
have her moment.” 

Not provoking each other is a secret to 
Armstrong and LeVasseur’s success as a cou- 
ple. They watch political debates apart and 
don’t rub candidates’ successes and failures in 
each other’s faces. 

They currently live separately but plan to 
move in together and get married. Even then, 
they say they may watch political debates and 
events independently If they have children, 
they plan to impart both political views on 
their offspring. 

But Armstrong and LeVasseur are not wor- 
ried about the future. They say when it comes 
to agreeing on political issues, there’s no- 
where their relationship can go but up. 

“I honestly don’t think it will be an issue. 
If we can get through Obama unscathed, it 
couldn’t get any worse,” LeVasseur said. “Go- 
ing forward, it won’t be as bad.” 

Armstrong agrees. “Politics aren’t every- 
thing,” she said. “There’s no reason why it 
can’t work. We both want to live our lives the 
same way Same goals. Same moral path.” 

Politics aside, there is another major differ- 
ence between LeVasseur and Armstrong, who 
both attended Indiana University 

She prefers the University of Southern 
California football team, while LeVasseur, a 
Michigan native, cheers for the University of 
Michigan. 

Luckily they both support Indiana basket- 
ball. 

Gratefully Roberts and Woodward are not in 
the same situation. They both root for the same 
coUege football team— the Mizzou Tigers. 

Said Roberts: “If she were a {University of 
Kansas] fan, this would not work.”

Court docs reveal weird 
rules for Abercrombie plane 


The chief executive of apparel retailer Aber- 
crombie & Fitch Co. is known for his exacting 
attention to detail. That apparently extends 
to how toilet paper on the company airplane 
should be folded and what underwear the 
flight crew must wear. 

His rules for the corporate jet’s staff are in 
a manual that was filed in court documents as 
part of an age-discrimination lawsuit by former 
company pilot Michael Bustin. The 55-year-old 
is accusing the clothier of firing him to make 
way for a youthful pilot who matches the com- 
pany’s brand. 

The ‘Aircraft Standards” manual, first re- 
ported by Bloomberg News, reveals the me- 


ticulous and unusual policies dictated by Chief 
Executive Michael Jeffries. 

Male crew members on the company’s 
Gulfstream jet, for example, are required to 
wear Abercrombie boxer briefs, flip-flops and 
a spray of the retailer’s cologne. Servers have 
to sport white gloves to set a table and black 
gloves to move silverware. The song “Take Me 
Home” must be played when passengers board 
the plane— but only on return flights home. 

And the chief executive’s dogs— identified 
by name in the instructions as Sammy, Ruby 
and Trouble— are to be seated in different con- 
figurations depending on which of the three 
are flying.

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Spoon’s Britt Daniel says

The term “supergroup” gets tossed around all 
the time these days. In some cases the label is 
deserved. (The Highwaymen quartet of Cash, 
Jennings, Nelson and Kristofferson doubled as 
a Mount Rushmore of outlaw country, for ex- 
ample.) Others, eh, not so much (see: Velvet Re- 
volver). 

Divine Fits, a project that combines the tal- 
ents of Spoon’s Britt Daniel, Dan Boeckner of 
Wolf Parade and New Bomb Turks’ Sam Brown, 
might not have the name recognition of other 
so-called supergroups, but the band’s musical 
chemistry is undeniable. The crew’s full-length 
debut, ‘AThing Called Divine Fits,” neatly splits 
the difference between Spoon’s indie-rock mini- 
malism and Wolf Parade’s finely tuned pop maj- 
esty, arriving at a sound at once familiar and new 
It helps, of course, that the bandmates share a 
mutual admiration for one another. 

“I always loved what Dan was like onstage,” 
said Daniel, 41, ‘And I thought it’d be fun to be 
in a band with him. So that’s what we did.” 

Reached in L.A., the Texas native opened up 
about his ice cream cravings, turning 40 and 
why he was content to take a brief hiatus from 
Spoon.

What are the piuses and minuses of coming 
into this new project from fairiy ceiebrated 
indie-rock groups? 

I don’t know that there are any minuses, 
other than people assuming it’s a one-off 
record. I think some people think this is 
just some vanity project, so we’ll have to 
convince them otherwise by playing 150 
rock shows in the next year. The big thing is 
people are interested right from the begin- 
ning, and the last time I started a band that 
wasn’t the case. 

Spoon obviously has a well-established 
sound. Was it a challenge to break out from 
your comfort zone? 

No. I wanted to do that, and it was fun. 

I wanted to be in a band where I wasn’t 
writing all the songs and then singing all the 
songs onstage. 

Did it take some time for you to find your 


voice together as Divine Fits rather than 
simply being Britt from Spoon and Dan from 
Woif Parade? 

It came together real fast and we didn’t have 
too much time to think about it. At no point 
did we say “Hey let’s combine the rock ‘n’ 
roll of this and the synths of this and come 
up with this.” It just happened. There was no 
meeting in a boardroom deciding any of this. 
We started rehearsing in November, took 
some time off and then got together again in 
March to record. 

You and Dan first started playing together 
not iong after you turned 40. Do you find 
your motivations for making music start to 
change as you get older? 

I don’t know if it has changed. There are dif- 
ferent results now than when I was younger, 
both in terms of the quality and what hap- 
pens with the songs and how many people 
get to hear them. But I still feel I have this 


need to do it. It’s the one thing I want to do 
the most. 

Is there anything new to report on the 
Spoon front? 

Not reaUy The last time we played a show 
was a few months ago. We’re going to make 
another record after I get done with [Divine 
Fits}. 

You wrote the song “Like Ice Cream.” Do 
you have a favorite f iavor? 

Of ice cream? I think vanilla. It’s the classi- 
est flavor. 

I suppose that falls right in line with Spoon’s 
tendency towards minimalism. 

[Laughs.] Well mint is pretty good, too. I 
think I just like the smooth ice creams the 
most.

KEEPING YOU PLUGGED IN TO TODAY’S MOST BUZZWORTHY MUSIC

If you regularly 
read music press, 
you’ve heard about 
Gary Clark Jr. and 
his vintage sound. 
Regarding the Texas 
guitarist, the word 
“blues” gets thrown 
around a lot. You’re 
going to see a lot 
of reviews where 
people call “Blak and 
Blu” a “blues” album. It isn’t. 

Clark’s full-length debut is an R&B album 
with more guitar than you’re used to hearing. 
Multiple times throughout the record, you 
think you’re getting one style, then you’re 
thrown for a loop on the very next song. 


Creativity isn’t a bad thing, but if I’m being 
promised the messiah of blues music, I want 
to hear more ... you know, blues songs. 

Songs like the title track venture into 
R&B territory at times, with Clark crooning 
all over the very polished-sounding record. 
Don’t get me wrong though; if you want to 
hear old school. Chitlin’ Circuit blues guitar, 
you’ll get it on “Blak and Blu.” So much so, 
in fact, that there’s a solid 2-minute block of 
shredding on “When My Train Pulls In” that 
gets better every time you hear it. 

Other standouts include “Glitter and 
Gold” and a cover of Jimi Hendrix’s “Third 
Stone from The Sun” segued into “If You 
Love Me Like You Say,” a piece from blues 
musician Little Johnny Taylor. Overall this 
isn’t a bad album, but it definitely could be 
more concise.

2 new restaurants and a coffee shop 
shake up your next South Side swing

munity Bar or the occasional meatball sub at Ricobene’s, it’s time to return. 
Three new restaurants have opened in the past month alone, which boosts 
dining options in this mostly residential ’hood.

At this recently opened Chinese restaurant, you 
^^^^oSdo h^gr Americanized Ch inese takeout fare 
such as General Tso’s chick^ or crab rangoon. 
But it’s authentic Chinese dishes such as chilled 
baby octopus ($6.95), stir-fried cumin-spiced 
lamb ($12.95) homemade hand pancakes 
($4.95) that owner Nancy Wu said chef Gao 
(her uncle) specializes in. The menu of more 
than 200 dishes also features traditional dim 
sum such as shrimp and chive dumplings ($6.95 for a dozen). Exposed brick, 
gold tablecloths and potted bamboo help the dining room hit the right note 
between polished and casual. Keep an eye out for lunch specials, which at 
$4.95-$6.95, are an especially good value.

A long-time private club chef is going public at this Bridgeport res- 
taurant. “I wanted to do something cozy intimate, where you could 
really enjoy dinner, and there was not really a restaurant like that 
in Bridgeport,” said Oliver Valenzuela, a former chef at Women’s 
Athletic Club of Chicago and Green Acres Country Club who lives 
in Bridgeport and runs the restaurant with his wife, Marcy Small 
plates with small prices to match make it easy to justify ordering 
appetizers such as Gulf shrimp with avocado salad and roasted 
piquillo pepper sauce ($6.50) and the addictive plantains with beef 
tenderloin stew ($5). Entrees include Chilean sea bass with horse- 
radish mashed potatoes ($17) and rack of lamb marinated in chilis, 
ginger and Madeira wine overnight before a turn in the wok ($16). 
The restaurant is BYOB with a $3 corkage fee. It’s also small— just 
38 seats— so reservations are recommended.

“I grew up in Bridgeport my whole life and one of 
the things I’ve always wanted to open is a coffee 
shop,” January Overton said. “There’s only one other 
one and there’s no Starbucks.” So that’s exactly what 
she and husband John Almonte have done with 
Jackalope, named for the fictional creature with a 
jackrabbit’s body and deer antlers that’s depicted in 
paintings and photos around the cafe. Teas such as 
tangerine-ginger come from organic brand Rishi, 
while baristas put Metropolis espresso to use in 
creative coffee drinks such as a Nutella latte and a 
chocolate-coconut frappuccino. 

In addition to the meaty treats from Bridgeport 
Bakery (bacon buns and bacon-maple doughnuts) 
that have become a fast favorite, Jackalope just 
started selling cream puffs from Puffs of Doom on 


a weekends. Look for choices 
such as salted caramel-mo- 
cha, blackberry-goat cheese 
and even a savory vegan puff 
made with rosemary mashed 
potatoes for $3 a pop. 

While the cafe’s front 
room is more bustling, 

the back room plays host to study groups with a 
fireplace, couches and— seemingly a staple for any 
indie coffeehouse— a display of local art that will 
rotate regularly In just the few weeks Jackalope has 
been in business, Overton and Almonte have already 
hosted plenty of events — such as a pumpkin-carving 
party and knitting groups — and expect to roll out 
more. Whatever you do, don’t expect Overton to 
admit that her shop is named after a mythical beast. 
“People will ask, ‘Is that thing real?’ ” Overton said. 

“I lie to them in a heartbeat.”

Against the ropes 


Kamal Angelo Bolden 
takes center ring in Red 
Orchid’s ‘The Opponent’

When it comes to hard work, actor Kamal 
Angelo Bolden doesn’t pull his punches. Since 
arriving in Chicago three years ago from Peo- 
ria via Nashville, he’s been working non-stop 
in world premiere plays— originating the title 
role in Victory Gardens’ “The Elaborate En- 
trance of Chad Deity,” portraying Jackie Rob- 
inson in Chicago Children’s Theatre’s “Jackie 
and Me,” co-starring under Phylicia Rashad’s 
direction in Goodman Theatre’s “Immediate 
Eamily”— and numerous other productions at 
Court Theatre, Remy Bumppo and others. 

Now he enters the ring as a boxing prospect 
in A Red Orchid Theatre’s world premiere 
drama, “The Opponent,” by ensemble mem- 
ber Brett Neveu (“Megacosm”), about the 
complex relationship between a small-time 
gym owner and his protege and the tensions 
that arise from their conflicting attitudes to- 
wards the sport. We called Bolden on the set 
of a TV commercial he was Aiming prior to 
heading to A Red Orchid for that night’s pre- 
view performance— hey, we told you he stays 
busy— to catch up about the show, the train- 
ing and Bolden’s own prospects in the ring. 

Did you do boxing training for the role? 

I did three months at the Chicago Boxing 
Club on 35 th and Halsted. Whenever I would 
get out of class, I would watch other boxers 
on the bag or watch them do their reps and 
just mimic their form. And I would go in 
early on Saturday mornings and hang around

and watch some sparring sessions. 

And then {co-star} Guy {Van Swearingen], 
being a fireman, he works at a station with 
A1 Ortiz — a former pro — and he brought 
A1 on to be the boxing consultant. We went 
to 8 Count— a white collar gym, real nice, 
totally different from Chicago Boxing Club 
{although} they’re both great gyms— and he 
took me through all the drills. I got a chance 
to ask A1 so many questions {such as] what 
his favorite combinations were when he was 
boxing so I could work on those. We just 
kept working things — footwork, pivots and 
extensions— making sure that I looked as 
much like a boxer as I possibly could. 

What surprised you most about your train- 
ing? 

The detail. {Laughs.} Trainers can always 
find something that you’re doing wrong even 
though you think you’re doing it right. 

Now that you’re immersed in boxing, do 
you think you’ll fight in the Chicago Golden 
Gloves next spring? 

It’s funny; A1 Ortiz came to our preview last 
night. And every time I see Al, he’s like, “Abu 
sure you don’t want to go to the Golden 
Gloves?” And I’m like {laughs}, “Dude, no! 
I’m an actor, man! I’m not trying to get hit 
for real!” interview has been edited and condensed.

Two eerie episodes 
zoom in on Chicago 

Just in time to creep you out at Halloween, Wednesday episodes of 
two docu-series focus on famous and frightening Chicago cases. 

Syffs “Paranormal Witness” closes out its second season with a 
Chicago haunting, and Investigation Discovery’s “Devil You Know” 
looks into another aspect of serial killer John Wayne Gacy: how his 
actions affected those who loved him. 


Devil You Know 

9 p.m. Wednesday. Investigation Discovery 

Des Plaines businessman John Wayne Gacy, 
who performed at fundraising events dressed 
as “Pogo the Clown,” became known as one 
of the worst serial killers in American history 
when he was convicted of the murders of 33 
young men and boys in the 1970s. 

“House of Horrors” features interviews with 
Gac/s sister, Karen Kuzma, and her daughter, 
Sheri Hockenberry as well as police officers 
and prosecutors involved with the case. 

The episode explains how Gacy would lure 
his victims with job offers at his remodeling 
and construction business. He urged them to 
come to his house at 8213 W Summerdale Ave. 
in Norwood Park Township to sign work pa- 
pers, then he killed them. In 1978, investigators 
found 27 bodies in a crawl space beneath Gac/s 
home. Two other bodies were found buried on 
Gac/s property and four others were dumped 
into the Des Plaines River. As of 2011, seven of 
his victims remain unidentified. 

Gacy pleaded not guilty by reason of insan- 
ity but was convicted of all 33 murders and 
sentenced to serve 12 death sentences and 21 
natural life sentences for the killings. He was 
executed by lethal injection in 1994 after his 
appeals failed.

Paranormal Witness

“The Tenants” examines the story of Chicago- 
ans Ed and Marsha Becker, whose claims that 
their Northwest Side home was haunted led 
to the first nationally televised exorcism on 
NBC in April 1971. At the time, NBC News 
correspondent Carole Simpson reported on 
the haunting and exorcism conducted by na- 
tionally known psychic Joseph DeLouise and 
Rev William Derl-Davis. Becker wrote about 
his family’s experience in his 2011 book “True 
Haunting,” which inspired the “Paranormal 
Witness” episode. 

“The Tenants” includes reenactments of 
the exorcism and some of the paranormal 
phenomena experienced by the Beckers, in- 
cluding the independent opening and clos- 
ing of doors. The Beckers also said the string
